AINTAB. 

We have received from Mr. Bliss the following 
copy of a letter from Rev. B. Schneider, D. D., of 
Aintab, Turkey. It will be read with interest: 

AINTAB, Dec. 29, 1864. 

My Dear Brorner Buiss:—You ask for some 
facts in regard to the distribution of the Bible in 
our field. I may not be able to give you as full a 
detail of facts as you might wish, and yet I can say 
most emphatically, the Bible has been the grand 
instrumentality in our work. Without it we should 
have been comparatively powerless. Especially 
was it the great weapon for demolishing the reign- 
ing system of error and superstition. 

For this purpose it has been most effectively em- 
ployed by our native brethren. While in our pub- 
lic preaching we confined ourselves mainly to pre- 
senting the simple truths of this precious Volume, 
with no controversial aims, they in their intercourse 
with men aimed more directly at disproving fatal 
errors in church and priesthood. Receiving the 
Bible as the Word of God, which they do, and 
firmly believing as they then did, that all the doc- 


trines of the church were in accordance with its . 


teachings, there was here an admirable opportu- 
nity for using the Word of the Spirit, and it was 
most successiully wielded. The doctrines which 
we preached, and they presented to the people, 
were wholly new to them, and they objected to 
them. Discussion earnest and long-continued fol- 
lowed. But in all these discussions the ultimate 
appeal was to the Bible. A plain and direct proof 
from the Word of God was decisive. However 
long they might have embraced a certain error, and 
been persuaded of its truth, the testimony of the 
Bible was admitted, and the error rejected. I can 
give you no adequate idea of the extent of this dis- 
cussion. It occurred in the house and by the way, 
in the shops, markets, and gardens, and in all 
cases turned upon the Bible. 

T’have known our men to go out in parties of 
four or more, in the evening (always with the Word 
of God under their arms), and each party reading 
from the sacred pages to a circle of benighted ones, 
to convince them of their errors and bring them to 
see the truth. These interviews would continue 
several hours, often till midnight, sometimes later. 
I well remember an instance of unabated lively in- 
terest in a debate, protracted till dawn. These 
discussions produced a vast amount of excitement; 
indeed, the whole Armenian community was excit- 
ed. There was hardly a house where these sub- 
jects were not more or less agitated, some speaking 
in friendly terms, while others were inimical. Not 
human speculations, or theories, but the immortal 
truths of God’s Word in opposition to the inven- 
tions of man, produced these effects. I have often 
compared the state of things here, more especially 
in the first stages of the work, to the excitement 
produced in Germany in the time of the Reforma- 
tion, The same conflict between error and truth, 
the same excitement of various human passions, 
the same indignation against the ‘hierarchy for 
keeping them in darkness, and the same joy and 


rejoicing in the discovery of the truth. Our peo- 
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ple drank for the first time of living waters from 
the pure Fountain of Life. You know the results 
of missionary labour here—a church membership 
of more than 800; a community of over 1,500, 
and blessed with two efficient native pastors; with 
seven schools in operation. There can be no hesi- 
tation in saying that the Bible has been the essen- 
tial agent in these happy results. There are some 
three or four hundred families of Protestants in 
this city, and in all of them the Bible has its place, 
and is exerting its appropriate influence. It is a 
text-book in our schools, and is read in many Ar- 
menian families. Numbers of Armenian females, 
who never attend our services after finishing the 
primer, take the New Testament, Psalms, etc., in 
learning to read. Thus you see the Bible is “the 
Reader” among this people. I am not able to re- 
port the precise number of copies distributed ev- 
ery year, but for many years past about two hun- 
dred dollars’ worth of books have been sold, most 
of which are Bibles, or portions of it. 

May the seed, thus plentifully sown, spring up 
in due time, and bring forth plentifully.

A LETTER FROM OUR AGENT. 
CONSTANTINOPLE, Mar. 3], 1865. 
Dear Sm:—The new edition of the Psalms, in 
Armenian, electrotyped at New York, is very well 
received. Some of the styles of binding are very 
attractive. The other day I had a long and inter- 
esting conversation with an Armenian caiquegee 
(boatman), while passing down the Golden Horn 
to my office in the city, in regard to the reading 
the Word of God in the yernacular. He at first 
stoutly affirmed that it was enough to read a little 
(once or twice a year, during seasons of penance) 
from the Psalms or New Testament in the ancient 
‘language. At last, however, he acknowledged 
that he should probably get more good if the books 
read were in the spoken language. He confessed 
that the Protestants had been benefited by reading 
the Bible in the Modern Armenian. I urged him 
to provide himself with a copy of the New Testa- 
ment and Psalms, and try the reading of them for 
a season. I also invited him to attend the Sabbath 
service in the new chapel of the Protestants at 
Hasskery. After making various other excuses for 
not accepting the invitation, he said, ‘“ You Prot- 
estants are good people; your ways are good; but 
it would not be at all proper for me to meet with 
you. I get drunk, and blaspheme, and swear, and 
do all sorts of wickedness. I cannot associate with 
the Protestants; it would not be at all swztable for 
me to be found with them.” “Moreover,” he said, 
“the Protestant way is very good but very difficult; 
very, very difficult. I cannot take it, for then I 
should be obliged to stop doing as Ido.” The 
feelings of this caiquegee are the feelings of hun- 
dreds of thousands of Armenians here in this city 
and this land. They know that it is no easy mat- 
ter to follow the teachings of the Bible, “that de- 
nying ungodliness and worldly lusts, we should 
live soberly, righteously, and godly, in this present 
world,” and hence refuse to come to the light.

A BIBLE SOCIETY IN THE HOLLAND COLONY, 
MICHIGAN, 
The Holland colony, in Michigan, as its name 


imports, was settled by immigrants from Holland, 
in Europe, and at the present time covers eight 
entire townships in the southern part of the county 
of Ottawa, bordering on Lake Michigan, and con- 
tains a population of about eight thousand souls, 
The clergy connected with the colony were not 
aware, until quite recently, that the American 
Bible Society could furnish them with the Scrip- 
tures in their own language, and they have been 
in the habit, consequently, of sending for their 
supply to the city of London. Our Agent, Rev. 
John Hinton, recently made a visit to that colony, 
and after advising with the pastors and leading 
men, has succeeded in forming a most promising 
auailiary there. The Rev. P. J. Oggel, one of the 
pastors belonging to the colony, writes us, that 
“the people have already subscribed between four 
and five hundred dollars, in order to promote the 
objects of the organization ; that one branch of the 
auxiliary has already been formed, and that sev- 


eral others will be formed very soon; and that the 


colonists are much pleased to become so closely re- 
lated to the Parent Institution.” 

Our Agent writes us: “I recently engaged to 
visit the colony and organize an independent aux- 
iliary. On Sabbath last (April 23) I met my en- 
gagement, and succeeded far beyond the expecta- 
tion of the people themselves, as well as my own. 
In accomplishing this work, I received great kind- - 
ness and valuable assistance from Rey. Dr. Van 
Raalte and Rey. P. J. Oggel. I have no doubt 
that when our Society and its work are thoroughly 
understood by this people, this will prove to be an 
auxiliary every way worthy of the name.” 

In a subsequent letter Mr. Hinton adds: “The 
Holland Bible Society has been formed for the col- 
ony, and has already two branch societies organ- 
ized, the pastors and friends of the Cause there 
having taken hold of the work with an interest 
and an earnestness that I have never met with be- 
fore. The liberality of the colonists has greatly 
exceeded my expectations, their contributions al- 
ready amounting to nearly six hundred and fifty 
dollars, with a fair prospect of doubling even this 
large amount.”

ARMY AND NAVY. 


FROM OUR WESTERN ARMY AGENT. 

The Rey. W. F. Baird, our Western Army Agent, 
sends us his first monthly report, from which we 
select the following passages, indicative of the va- 
ried character and increasing value of the great 
work which has been committed to his charge: 


The entire number of volumes sent off and dis- 
tributed fromthe depository at this place, during 
the last month, is as follows: twenty-seven Bibles, 
brevier 12mo; 483 Bibles, nonpareil 12mo; 6,994 
Testaments, pearl 32mo ; 740 Testaments, gilt pearl 
32mo: making in all 460 Bibles and 7,734 Testa- 
ments. Total, 8,194 volumes. It was truly grati- 
fying to see how gladly the dear men received the 
Word of Life. As I passed through the barracks 
with a sack filled with Testaments, the soldiers 
would crowd around me, reaching forth their 
hands, so that I could scarcely move. Very often 
some officer or soldier would say, “Stand back, 
boys, do stand back, give the man room, and he 
will give you a book as fast as he can.” On one 
occasion, a German soldier, who was delighted with 
his Testament, and was intently engaged in the 
work of distribution, seeing the sack nearly ex- 
hausted, exclaimed, “ He’s nearly gone out.” An- 
other German said, on receiving a Testament, 
“Dat ish vat Ps long peen vanten.” On giving him 
the Word of Truth, I felt that it would not return 
void unto its Divine Author. 

One day a bright looking young soldier asked 
me for a Testament, holding in his hand a pack of 
cards. I said to him, “I will trade books with 
you.” He at once complied with my proposition ; 
and on handing me the cards and receiving the 
precious Word, he said, “Sir, I have got the best 
of the bargain.” I told him I was aware of that, 
and I was willing he should haye in that case. A 


soldier asked me for a Bible for a French woman £\:> 


at the post hospital, saying she could Tead, and 
had been borrowing his Bible for about three 
weeks.

He an- 
swered, “Not much.” I gave a Bible Reader, pub- 
lished by the Ameriéan Sunday School Union, 
which is beautifully adapted to beginners, and told 
him that just as soon as he could spell out salva- 
tion, he should have a Testament. _ He went away 
pleased and encouraged. Since that day I haye 
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often thought of the expression, “all about Jesus.” 
Poor boy! in the past he had heard but little 
about Jesus; and now he wants to read it all.

THE BOX OF TESTAMENTS. 

“Boys, I want eight men to help in with this 
box of Testaments.” “Here you go, chaplain,” 
said a child of fourteen or fifteen, as he catches 
hold with the others. ‘“That’s a queer little fel- 
low,” says one of the men; “he is from Hagers- 
town, where when the inhabitants fled, his father 
bushwhacked Stuart’s cavalry and got killed, and 
he enlisted.” 

He gets a Testament anda hymn-book. “If you 
give me another, I'l] distribute it.” “To whom will 
you distribute it, my son?” “To my colour ser- 
geant, sir.” He is bringing in his blanket and 
great coat for the Christian Commission to send 
home for him. “I wish you would give me one of 
those Testaments. I had one covered with leather, 
mother gave me, and I carried it all through the 
campaign, till I lost my knapsack. I wouldn’t 
have taken fifty dollars for it.” ‘“ Please, chaplain, 
let me have one. I have a Bible my mother gave 
me, but the covers are worn off it, and I have to 
tie it with a-string; and I think Pll send it home.” 

Here is a young convert who has found Christ 
last week, and he must have one. There is a boy 
who wants to send home his Fifth Corps badge, 
a Maltese silver cross, inscribed with Antietam 
and a dozen other battles. We cannot refuse him 
one. 

The box of Testaments will scarcely last till 
night. Here is a chaplain with an oat-sack for 
papers and Testaments; he will shoulder it two 
miles. Here comes a brother with whom I have 
crossed the prairie, and mingled in the great revi- 
val of 1858; and he says the spirit among the men 
is the same as that. His colonel, M‘Coy, conducts 
_ the meeting when he is absent, and the chapel tent 
js filled every night. 

T attended a Bible class on Sabbath afternoon, 
in the Third Brigade, Second Division, Fifth 
Corps. Almost all the boys had Testaments; but 
one of the leaders, buttoned up to the throat, went 
around, and opening his breast poured forth the 
Word of God tate his overflowing bosom, to those 
who needed. Then they all commenced the study 
of the Sermon on the Mount. At night in that 
chapel over a dozen were under conviction, and 


ingly leave the meeting till the drum calls them 
away. 

Verily God’s Word does not return to Him yoid.

His 
faith in God, as well as in his country, is very 
strong. “TI entered the war neither for money nor 
for honour, but to assist a righteous cause, which 
will prevail. I have given one leg for it, and will 
give another, and my life too, if necessary,” he said.

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company. It was this:—‘ Supposing all the New 
Testaments in the world had been destroyed at the 
end of the third century, could their contents have 
been recovered from the writings of the three first 
centuries?’ The question was novel to all, and no 
one even hazarded a guess in answer to the inquiry. 

‘“ About two months after this meeting, 1 received 
an invitation to breakfast with Lord Hailes (Sir 
David Dalrymple). Next morning, during breakfast 
he asked me if 1 recollected the curious question 
about the possibility of recovering the contents of the 
New Testament from the writings of the first three 
centuries. I replied, ‘I remember it well, and 
have thought of it often without being able to form 
any opinion or conjecture on the subject.’ 

“** Well,’ said Lord Hailes, ‘that question quite 
accorded with the turn or taste of my antiquarian 
mind. On returning home, as I knew I had all the 
writers of those centuries, I began immediately to 
collect them, that I might set to work on the ardu- 
ous task as soon as possible.’ Pointing to a table 
covered with papers, he said,—‘ There have I been 
busy for these two months, searching for chapters, 
half-chapters, and sentences of the New Testament, 
and have marked out what I have found, and where 
I have found it, so that any person may examine 
and see for himself. I have actually discovered the 
whole New Testament, except seven or eleven 
verses ([ forget which); which satisfies me that I 
could discover them also, Now,’ he added, ‘here 
Was a way in which God concealed or hid the treas- 
ures of his Word, that Julian, the apostate emperor, 
and other enemies of Christ who wished to extirpate 
the Gospel from the world, never would have thought 
of; and though they had, they never could have ef- 
fected their destruction.’ ” 

The incident and the result to which it led, must 
be deeply interesting to the Christian reader. A 
stronger confirmation of the integrity of the sacred 
text—its freedom from interpolation or corruption— 
could not well be imagined. And it also furnishes 
a most valuable testimony to the diligent study of 
the Word of God which prevailed in the early 
Church ; a testimony which painfully contrasts 
with the ignorance of. Bible truth which exists 
wherever Romanism has directly or indirectly suc- 
ceeded in stamping the holy Volume as a proscribed 
book.—Our Own Fireside.

ST, CYRAN’S OPINION OF THE HOLY SCRIPTURES, 

The chief foundation of the exalted piety which 
distinguished the celebrated M. de St. Cyran, the 
director of Port Royal, was laid in an unremitting 
study of the holy Scriptures, and in the supereminent 
degree of reverence with which he regarded the Word 
of God. His biographer observed of him, ‘‘ One may 
justly say of this great servant of God, that the holy 
Scripture was.his sole treasure ; there he placed his 
heart, truly feeling in his own soul the same dispo- 
sition by which David confessed that he loved the 
Word of God beyond every treasure or precious 
thing the world contained. His manner, too, of read- 
ing Scripture was altogether holy. He often re- 
marked that, in order to profit, Scripture must be 
read with a portion of the very same spirit by which 


-it was written ; with a deep prostration of heart, and 


with a supreme reverence for the divine majesty 


“which resides there. Indeed, he had so superemi- 


nent a reverence for Holy Writ, that he continually 


told his disciples that they ought to read scarcely 
anything else. ‘‘'The Fathers,’ observed he, “read 
the Scriptures alone, and we likewise should find all 
there, if we in truth searched them as we ought. 
Every word in Scripture deserves to be weighed 
more attentively than pieces of gold. The best 
method of reading Scripture is to do it simply, apply- 
ing it to one’s own heart, and sedulously reducing it 
all to practice.”’—Select Memoirs of Port Royal.

Tue First Brste Ever Printep.—In the royal 
library of Berlin is a copy of the first Bible that was 
ever printed—a venerable and really magnificent 
book. It is printed on parchment, is about equal in 
size to the largest pulpit Bibles which are now 
printed, and is said to be the first book on which 
moveable type was used. Among the curiosities 
which are shown here are Luther’s Hebrew Bible— 
the copy from which he made his translation, with 
marginal notes in his own hand; and the manuscript 
of his translation of the Psalms, with his corrections 
in red ink. Also the Bible and prayer-book which 
Charles I. carried to the scaffold.

Ecyptian ANTIQUITIES AND THE Brsie.—There 
have been many attempts to disprove the account of 
the creation of the world as given by Moses, but the 
inspired Record still remains impregnable. The em- 
inent Chevalier Bunsen, following the interpretation 
of Egyptian hieroglyphics, put back Egyptian history 
to a date before the Bible chronology. Sir G. C, 
Lewis, a prominent English statesman, has recently 
published a “Historical Survey of the Astronomy 
of the Aneients,” in which he shows that Egyptian 
records are not only unreliable, but that they can- 
not even be read, and demolishes the structure that 
Champollion raised on the hieroglyphics. He de- 
clares there is no Egyptian antiquity which can be 
dated back beyond Solomon’s temple, and shows that 
the calculations on which Bunsen assigns an anti- 
quity to the human race beyond the Bible record are 
either absurd, or fictions, or misinterpreted facts.

Soon after, he 
showed the prince a Bible which he had obtained 
as a gift or prize in the mission school, He read 
some passages, such as the conyersion of Paul, 
These truths took effect. To the surprise of eyery 
one, the prince “ broke caste,” and was baptized. 

Since his conversion he has adorned his profes- 
sion, and lives to do good. Some ten mission 
schools are supported by him, and he is foremost 
in eyery good work. The prince resides in Eng- 
land, and is well known in eyery association for 
the spread of the Gospel. 

The means which resulted in this conversion 
show us (ist) that God’s Word is of boundless 
power to enlighten and save; and (2d) that the 
fruits of missionary labour and instruction will be 
seen.

THE BURNING OF BIBLES IN MADAGASCAR,

‘“* As I have already said, the queen [of Madagascar], immediately 
on her accession, had strictly forbidden the profession of the Chris- 
tian faith, which had been introduced under King Radama. Not- 
withstanding this, there is said to be a considerable number of Chris- 
tians still in the island, who of course keep their belief as secret as 
possible. In spite of all their caution, however, about six years ago, 
all the members of a little congregation were denounced and cap- 
tured. One of their number was burnt by the queen’s orders. This 
punishment is generally inflicted only on nobles, officers, and soldiers. 
Fourteen were thrown over the rock, and many others beaten to 
death. Of the remainder, the nobles were deprived of their titles and 
honours, and the commoners sold as slaves. All the Bibles discoy- 
ered were publicly burnt in the great marketplace.”—" Last Travels,” 
by Ida Pfeifer.

To the Agents of the American Bible Society, in 
Conference at Chicago, il, Sept. 19, 1864, by 
Wiuiam J. R. Tayior, D.D., Corresponding 
Secretary of the American Bible Society. 


The Executive Officers of the Society, the Com- 
mittees- and Managers, believe that the Society 


“has never yet put forth its full strength, even in its 


most favoured years. We do not wish to recall a 
single Agent, nor to withhold a dollar nor a volume 
from the destitute places. We hear the voice of 
God, saying to us, “Go forward.” Our work is a 
work of faith and a labour of love. “The gold 
and silver are the Lord’s.” He will take care of 
his own Word. But shall we falter and be faith- 
less in such a time as this? The history of this 
Society shows what can be done when it is neces- 
sary. The abounding success of some of our 
Agents in fields that are by no means free of diffi- 
culties shows, that with proper system and effort 
the income of the American Bible Society might 
be raised to a million of dollars per year, just as 
readily as it exceeded half a million last year. 
But to secure this result, we must show that we 
are Worthy of such a test of confidence. We must 
prove that we can discharge the trust with liberal- 
ity, and upon a scale of operations that shall be 
equal to the opportunity. Let us, then, set our 
standard higher than it has ever yet been placed. 
Let the motto of the sainted Carey be ours, 
“< Attempt great things, eapect great things.’ The 
eyes of the church are on us. “We are made a 
spectacle unto the world, and to angels, and to 
men.” We have a vast field, great opportunities, © 
the most inspiring motives, the best of all causes. 
Oh! for wisdom, zeal, power, and success com- 
mensurate with the Word of God and its glorious 
destiny ! t ? 
Let me sum up these impressions in an idea 
which I would enforce with the utmost earnestness 


‘of conviction; viz, That for the successful prosecu- 


» 
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tion and enlargement of our work, we need a revival 
of the first principles on which the Bible cause is 
Founded. f , 

Chief among these principles, is living faith in 
the Word of God, under the power of the Holy 
Ghost, to convert and to save immortal souls. 
Listen to the great apostle: “Iam not ashamed of 
the gospel of Christ: for it is the power of God 
unto salvation to every one that believeth; to the 
Jew first, and also to the Greek. For therein is the 
righteousness of God revealed from faith to faith : 
as it is written, The just shall live by faith.”— 
Rom. i. 16, 17. 

Once more St. Paul writes to Timothy: “ From 
a child thou hast known the holy Scriptures, which 
are able to make thee wise unto salvation through 
faith which is in Christ Jesus. All Scripture is 
given by inspiration of God, and is profitable for 
doctrine, for reproof, for correction, for instruction 
in righteousness: that the man of God may be 
perfect, thoroughly furnished unto all good works.” 
—2 Tim. iii. 15-17.. But the Holy Scriptures also 


teach us that their efficacy depends upon the povw- | 


er and demonstration of the blessed Comforter, 
whose office it is to enlighten, quicken, and sanc- 
tify us by the Word. Heis to “lead” us “into all 
truth.” And so He glorifies our Sayiour, who 
prayed, “Sanctify them through thy truth: thy 
Word is truth.” Thus the Holy Spirit testifies of 
Christ and glorifies him. “Not by might, nor by 
power, but by my Spirit, saith the Lord.” This is 
the law of the kingdom. 

My beloved brethren, we believe these great 
truths; we rejoice in them. They are our only 
hope. But do we not need, do not the times require, 

_ does not the church demand of us, a more distinct 
recognition, a more positive testimony, and a per- 
sistent urgency of these first principles of the Ora- 
cles of God, in our adyocacy of the Bible cause? 
God honours his Word. The Holy Spirit is con- 
stantly adding new testimonies to its power. 
“The Bible, and the Bible alone, is the great prin- 
ciple of Protestanism.” 

Facts incontestible and abounding prove these 
declarations. The history of conversions, the suc- 
cess of the ministry, the triumphs of Christiani- 
ty, are all aglow with the light of the everlasting 
Word. Did the congregations whom we address 
fully appreciate this fact, how would appeals for 
the Bible resound through their hearts, and call 
forth their beneficence, like thewords of Jesus 
from the cross! This is owr plea: 

“We want to save men, women, children, Jew 
and Greek, bond and free. Give them the Bible 
as well as the living teacher, God’s great instru- 
ments for saving them from the damnation of hell. 
By the agonies and the love of Jesus, by the grace 
of the Comforter, by the things that are unseen 
and eternal, we beseech you to pray and give 
and labour to furnish them all the words of this 
eternal life |” 

Let us ring out this appeal all over the land. 
Let us by the grace of God feel it as a fire in our 
bones. Let it pervade every sermon, and every ad- 
— and abtig ti Kees > make for the Word. 

uet us arouse the people of God with burning 
words from glowing hearts, and with apostolic 
zeal press it upon the conscience, until it lives in 
the life, and moves with the power of the blood- 
bought church. This is our high calling, brethren ; 
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and no inferior views, motives, and arguments will 
ayail us, if we would do our whole duty to the 
world and to God. 

If a concerted, prayerful, sustained movement 
like this, by all who love and advocate the Bible 
cause, shall be blessed by the great Head of the 
Church, would it not in itself be a revival of the 
primitive faith of the church, and a preparation 
for a future that is heaving with the greatest 
issues of the kingdom of Christ ?

The stated meeting of the Managers was held at 
the Bible House, Astor Place, on Thursday, the 4th 
instant, at half past three, P. M., James Lenox, Esq., 
President, in the chair, assisted by Wm. Whitlock, 
Jr., Esq., one of the Vice Presidents. 

The Rey. Dr. Spring read the twenty-fourth 
Psalm, and offered prayer. 

Three new auxiliaries were recognised, of which 
two are in Michigan, and one in Wisconsin. 

Interesting communications were presented 
from army agents in Richmond, New Orleans, and 
Nashyille, in regard to the prospect for the circu- 
lation of the Scriptures in those regions, and meas- 
ures to be taken for the future; from the Agents 
in Mexico and the Argentine Confederation, with 
encouraging accounts of their work; from Rey. 
T. F. Wallace, Bogota, as to demand for the Scrip- 
tures in the united States of Colombia; from 
H. Barbey, Esq., Geneva, of the Swiss-Italian Com- 
mittee, stating plans for future work in Italy, and 
from Dr. Revel, of Florence, announcing the 
completion of the plates of the Italian Bible, and 
commencement of printing ; from Rev. L. G. Bliss, 
Constantinople, with gratifying accounts of the 
progress of the work in Turkey; from Rey. C. H. 
Hartwell, Fuh Chau, and Rey. D. Vrooman, Can- 
ton, China, in regard to the versions circulated in 
China; and from Rey. Dr. Maclay, stating that in-. 
cipient steps had been taken to secure a thorough 
revision of the Bible in the Chinese classical by 
all the Protestant missionaries, ’ 

Grants of books were made for the prisoners of 
war and hospitals at Elmira; to the Washington 
City Bible Society for camps and hospitals; to the 
United States Christian Commission for hospitals 
at Newbern, N. C.; to the Maryland Bible Society, 
for Point Lookout; to the South Western Bible 
Society, New Orleans, for Sedgwick hospital; to 
the American Missionary Association; and to the 
General Assembly’s Eastern Committee for freed- 
men; to the Methodist Book Concern of Pittsburg 
for Sunday schools where we haye no auxiliaries; 
for refugees and Sunday schools at Beaufort, S. isa

WILLIAM B. CROSBY, ESQ. 

The following article on the death of Mr. Crosby, 
one of the revered Vice Presidents of this Society, 
was presented by the Rey. Dr. Ferris at the stated 
meeting of the Board of Managers of the American 
Bible Society, held on the 4th of May, and unani- 
mously adopted : 


It having pleased the Great Head of the Church, 
on the 18th March last, to take home to himself 
our beloved and venerated Vice President, Wm. B. 
Crosby, in the fulness of his years, the Board of 
Managers deem it proper to record on their min- 
utes their appreciation of, and testimony to, the 
high character of our departed fellow-labourer, 

Early in life he professed his faith in the Re- 
deemer, and through his long career illustrated 
his piety by faithful Christian services. In his 
family relations he was faithful to those committed 
to his training, and had the happiness of seeing 
each of his children with him on the Lord’s side, 
and walking in the fear of God: Few men will 
be found who valued more highly and used more 
carefully the ordinances of the church of Christ, or 
enjoyed more fully fellowship with the people of 
God. Punctual in every personal duty, he sought 
earnestly to bring all with whom he had influence 
into the same fold. Loving peace himself, he was 
untiring in bringing together those who had be- 
come alienated, and was the happy agent of heal- 
ing many a breach. Loving the kingdom of 
Christ, he was ready to give, and did largely give, 
his time and means to the various benevolent en- 
terprizes of evangelic Christendom. The sailor’s 
cause was near his heart. The domestic mission- 
ary work enjoyed largely his co-operation; and for 
years he presided in the Board of Domestic Mis- 
sions of the Dutch Church. The vast heathen 
field called out large benefactions; and no man 
entered more heartily into the work of the Board 
of Foreign Missions of the Dutch Church, whose

vice president he has long been. Long a vice 
president of the American Tract Society, he was 
looked to as one of its firmest friends, All fair 
efforts for the erection of church edifices found 
him ready to add his pecuniary aid; nor in this 
was he restricted to the denomination to which he 
belonged, but all holding to his Saviour had his 
warm interest. His benevolence flowed in a con- 
tinuous and liberal stream. Having met what he 
considered the fair claims of his family, he for 
years, as his rule, gave the whole of the balance of 
his income to the various interests of religion and 
objects connected with it. The Bible cause was, 
of all Christian work, uppermost in his heart, and 
he most conscientiously sustained it. In the first 
year of the American Bible Society he became 
a life member; in 1821 a life director; in 1830 a 
Manager; in 1853 a Vice President; and since 
1846 was in the Committee on Anniversaries, and 
finally its chairman. Few members have been so 
constantly found at the monthly meetings of the 
Managers. For many years he was a member of 
the Board of Corporation of the Dutch Church, 
and for a number its president. The cause of 
piety in his death has lost a most earnest friend 
and adyocate, and a bright example; for we may 
speak of him as a model Christian rich man. 
While sympathizing with his family and friends 
in their bereavement, we rejoice with them in his 
happy preparation for his departure and his fulness 
of joy in view of it. We rejoice with them also in 
the legacy of Christian excellence left them, as 
well as that he is now represented by those who 
can and will appreciate the solemn Christian 
stewardship to which his death has called them. 
® To usall the frequent removals of venerated co- 

labourers speak in the language of admonition. 

Their call is “to do with might what our hands 

find to do ”—“ the night cometh in which no man 

can work.”

Rev. Mr. Siarrer, our PRoresTant EPiscopan 
AGENT, says at the close of his last repert: “I am happy 
to say that the aspect of my work is cheering in all re- 
spects.” 

Rev. Mr. Breese, of Connecticut, reports that Mr. 
Denton has completed the canvass and supply of the city 
of Hartford, having visited in all 4,731 families ; of which 
1,188 were found to be destitute of the Word of God. 
He has supplied 349 families by sale, and 665 by grant. 

Rev. Mr. De Puy, of WestERN New York, says: 
“Tam sure that the interest in the Bible cause.in this 
field is growing.” 

Rey. Dr. SHELDON, of New JprsEY and DELAWARE, 
states that 1,568 families have been visited in bis field by 
distributers, during the past month, and that 144 fami- 
lies, which were found without the Scriptures, were sup- 
plied.

Rev. Mr. WELBURN, of WESTERN KENTUCKY, Says: 
“The collections which have been taken up already in 
the churches in Louisville, show an advance of fifty per 
cent. over those of the year preceding.” 

Rev. Mr. Tizron, of CeENTRAL Onto, sends us an- 
other gratifying account of the efforts of the friends of 
the Bible to supply the soldiers and prisoners of war at 
Camp Chase, near Columbus, with the Scriptures. 

Rey. Mr. Hinton, of Micurean, says: “I am much 
encouraged in my work by the kind co-operation of 
nearly all the Christian ministers in my field, whom I 
have visited;” and he adds: “Iam happy to inform you 
that there is considerable interest manifesting itself in 
different parts of the State, in divine things, the power 
of the Holy Spirit being seen in the conversion of sin- 
ners.” 

Rev. Mr. Jones, of Iowa, writes; “There are still 
cheering indications of continued advancement in the 
great work of Bible distribution in the field under my 
charge.”

MASSACHUSETTS. Faw Rrver Breie Socrery, at 
its third anniversary, on the 12th of April, was addressed 
by Mr. Wm. Guild, Agent of the Parent Society for 
Rhode Island, J. C. Blaisdell, Esq., and Rey. Messrs. 
James, Wylie, and Wright. The receipts of the society 
for the year amounted to $541 45, of which $157 were 
paid to the Parent Institution as adonation. The num- 
ber of families visited by the distributer was 3,300, of 
which 860 were found to be destitute of the Scriptures, 
and 865 of them only were supplied, the rest refusing to 
accept of them on any terms! 

NEW YORK. Ownerpa County Breie Socrerty held 
its last annual meeting in the city of Utica, on the 10th 
of January.

D. G. Corey, D. D., of the Baptist Church in Utica, 
and ‘‘a very interesting address” was delivered by the 
Rey. J. B. Richardson, the Agent of the Parent Society 
for Central New York. The secretary. of the society 
writes us: ‘‘ The treasurer’s report shows a considerable 
increase in the contributions to the funds of the society, 
being about five hundred dollars over those of the year 
preceding.” 

OHIO. Huron County BrsiE Socrety held its an- 
nual meeting at Norwalk, on the 25th of January, when 
“addresses were delivered by the Rey. Messrs. Kerr and 
Hartshorne, and Mr. C. W. Knapp.” The’ society has 
fifteen township branch associations; and the secretary 
writes us: ‘‘In some of the townships nearly as much 
was collected last year as was formerly collected in the 
entire county.” ‘“ By a vote of the managers,” he adds, 
“the sum of five hundred dollars has been donated to 
the Parent Society.” 

INDIANA. Inpranapouis FEMALE BrsiE Socrmry 
held its anniversary in the First Baptist Church, in that 
city, on the 12th of March, when a very large audience 
was present, and addresses were delivered by the Rey. 
Dr. Holliday and the Rev. J. Howard Nixon. From the 
annual report, which was presented by the secretary, we 
learn that the receipts of the society for the year 
amounted to $2,227 85; and that its destitution of the 
Scriptures among soldiers alone amounted to 18,814 vol- 
umes. During the year preceding the last, the resident 
population of the society’s field was thoroughly sup- 
plied; and since the present war began, the society has 
furnished over 40,000 copies of the Word of God to the 
noble defenders of our country. The report makes ap- 
propriate mention of the death of the Rey. James M‘Coy, 
who so efficiently aided in the exploration and supply 
of the society’s home field, a year since. A well-selected 
band of officers superintends the interests of this faith- 
ful auxiliary. 

ILLINOIS. Curcaco Breaux Sociery closed the twen- 
ty-fourth year of its useful labours on Sunday evening, 
the 1st of January, with services of a deeply interesting 
character, 
N. Bishop, D. D., Rey. E, A. Pierce, and Rev. J. H, Vin- 
cent; and the themes in their order: “ Man’s need of the 
Bible ;” ‘The Bible as the awakening power and guiding 
light of the race ;” and “The influence of the American 
Bible Society in promoting unity among the various de- 
nominations.” 

The receipts of the society for the year amounted to 
$5,134 82—a very great advance upon those of any pre- 
vious year. Twenty-eight Sunday schools were aided 

last year by the society, to the number of over two 
thousand Bibles and Testaments; and the report states 
upon the authority of Rev, E, B. Tuttle, the post chap-

lain at Camp Douglas, that all our soldiers located there, 
as well as all prisoners of war held there, were supplied 
with the Word of God. The number of copies of the 
Scriptures put into circulation last year by this faithful 
auxiliary, was 18,779; while the whole number distrib- 
uted by it since its organization is 167,833. At the an- 
nual meeting, the society resolved to increase its receipts 
next year to ten thousand dollars, 

Mr. Thomas B. Carter, who has for so many years 
served the society so faithfully, is still its corresponding 
secretary; and associated with him are other gentlemen 
of a kindred spirit, to take the oversight of this great 
and rapidly growing interest. 

We are pained to announce the death of the society’s 
excellent Agent, Rey. C. Wheeler, who has laboured so 
successfully in supplying the destitute resident popula- 
tion of this city and its vicinity, and who has done s0 
much to interest the Sunday schools of the city in our 
work, 

GALLATIN County Brsiz Socrety celebrated its thir- 
ty-fourth anniversary at Shawneetown, on the 18th of 
April, when addresses were delivered by Rey. Messrs. 
A. J. Stewart, E. Tilleston, and B. C.Swan. The receipts 
of the society for the past year amounted to $304 45, of 
which $147 50 was sent as a donation to the Parent Tn 
stitution. 

IOWA. Dzs Moryes County BrisLe Society oe 
having visited during the past year 2,137 families, and 
supplied seventy-four of them which were found desti- 
tute, with the Scriptures. In addition to the supply of 
its own field, it made a donation of sixty dollars to the 
Parent Institution, to aid in the more general work. 

WISCONSIN. Racryne County Brste Society held 
its twenty-fourth anniversary in Racine, on the 30th of 
March. The receipts of the society for the year amount- 
ed to $975 60; while the number of families visited by» 
its distributers was 1,000, and the number of destitute 
families which were supplied with the Scriptures was 
sixty. The society has twenty branches, and fifty-five 
voluntary distributing agents, in its field. 

WELSH PRAIRIE BIBLE Society received into its 
treasury $345 04; and made a donation to the Parent 
Society during the year, amounting to $195 53.
